DODGER BERGDOL 
SEEKING $150,000 
WHEN HE ESCAPED 


Notorious Draft Evader 
Allowed to Leave Prison 
Under ~Guard on Plea 


That He Wanted to Re-| 


cover Money. 


BERGDOLL’S LAWYERS 
MUST RETURN DODGER 


They Are Honor Bound, 

Says Secretary Baker. 
Bergdoll Claimed He 
Had Secreted Money in 
the Mountains. 


Washington, May 22.—Grover C. 
Bergdoll, convicted draft dodger 
who escaped in Philadelphia yes- 
terday from two non-commissioned 
officers of the army, was released 
from the military prison at Fort 
Jay under guard on a plea that he 


wished to recover $150,000, “the re-. 


mainder of his fortune,” buried in 
the mountains a day’s ride from 
Philadelphia. 

The etory was revealed today in 
statements issued by the war de- 
partment and by the law firm of 
Ansell and Bailey here, counsel for 
Bergdoll in negotiations with the ad< 
jutant general seeking permission 
for the trip. Full responsibility for 
return of the prisoner was accept- 
ed by the firm, which .s headed b 
Samuel T. Ansell, formeriy acting 
judge advocate general of the army.

for the prisoner said. 
Reports are Depied. 

Secretary Baker denied pvblish- 
ed reports that he personally had 
passed upon the application that 
Bergdoll be granted liberty under 
Suard to recover the hidden money. 
He knew nothing of the case until 
the escape of the prisoner was re- 
vorted, he said. An investigation 
has been ordered by the depart- 
mert. 

Correspondence with the war de- 
partment made public by the law 
firm shows that the matter wags 
dealt with entirely by the adjutant 
general’s office. While the copy of 
the origina] letter, as given out by 
the lawyers, was unsigned,.the de- 
partment’s statement said Mr. An- 
sell had conducted the negotiations 
with the adjutant general, and 
added: : 

“The attorneys for Bergdoll are 
in honor bound to return the pris- 
oner to the disciplinary barracks 
and the war department expects 
them, through the offer of a suit- 
able reward and other pfoper 
means, to apprehend Bergdoll at 
the earliest practicable date.” 

What Baker Says. 

“The escape of Bergdoll was 
brought to my attention yesterday 
afternoon by General Harris, the 
adjutant general, shortly after it 
occurred,” said Secretary Baker. 

“T had had no previous knowledge 
of any mission, confidential or oth- 
erwise, on Bergdoll’s part, and did 
not know that he had been brought 
from the prison at Governor’s island 
or that there was any intention of 
bringing hi 

“after his escape I was informed 
that General Ansell. (former acting 
judge advocate general) and Colo- 
nel Bailey (General Ansell’s law 
partner), counsel for SBergdoll, 
some days ago represented to the 
adjutant general that Bergdoll, 
prior to his arrest, had secreted a 
large sum of money in a place 
known only to himself and had 
made application to have Bergdol 
brought under guard and accom- 
panied by his lawyers to get the 
money. This arrangement was au- 
thorized by the adjutant general 
and the authorities at Governor's 
island notified. 

“Colonel Hunt at Governor's Is- 
land, detailed a guard to take Berg- 
doll-to North Philadelphia, at which 
place he was to be met by his at- 
torneys and his party was then to 
proceed to the place where the 
money was supposed to be hidden. 

“The details of his escape are va- 
riously reported. As soon as the 
matter was brought to my atten- 
tion, I directed an immediaté and 
thorough investigation of the entire 
matter and that every effort be 
made to capture the fugitive.” 

Hidden Money Statement. 

A war department statement said 
General Ansell had informed the 
department “that he had gone into 


the matter carefully and that cir- 
cumstances indicated the truth of 
Bergdoll’s statement about the hfd- 
den money.” 

“He also stated.” it~ was added, 
“taht he would pay all the expenses 
of the trip and, notwithstanding 
the guard, he, as Bergdoll’s counsel, 
would stand responsible for his 
prompt return to prison.

HARDWICK OFFERS 
FOR GOVERNORSHIP 


Announces He Will Make

Ex-Senator Thomas W. Hardwick, 
before leaving for Washington 
county Friday night, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“I am a candidate for governor 
of Georgia. Within the’ next few 
days, “I shall make public state- 
ment of my views and position on 
the issues involved in the cam- 
paign.” 

The announcement has been an- 
ticipated for several days and es- 
pecially sixce the presidential con- 
vention of last Tuesday, which was 
dominated by a combination of the 
Watson and Smith minorities on the 
floor, engineered by Mr. Hardwick, 
who was floor manager for the al- 
liance, and the leading figure in 
bringing about the amalgamation of 
the two anti-administration fac- 
tions. It is assumed, therefore, that 
Mr. Hardwick, as a candidate for 
governor of Georgia, will make his 
race squarely on the platform of 
the convention, which e#edeclared 
against the league of nations in any 
form, called for the repeai of the 
espionage and conscription Jaws by 
the federal congress, and witnneld 
any indorsement of ths democratic 
administration. 

It will be recalled that in the pri- 
mary campaign of 131% Mr. Uard- 
wick, then United States senator, 
ran for re-election upon a stra.ght 
anti-administraticn pia**orin, Lis 
record during a war congress be- 
ing in opposition to and open an- 
tagonism to many of the war meas- 
ures, which course he endeavored 
to defend, and it is assumed from his 
prominence in the recent conven- 
tion, and his expressed altegidnce 
to the Watson resolutions, as 28 
Watson delegate from Washington 
county, that be will again not only 


base his campaign upon antagonism 
to the administration, but in de- 
fense of his record in the -enate. It 
will be recalled that he was over- 
whelmingly defeated in 1918 by 
Senator William J. Harris. 

There are two prominent Geor- 
gians running for the office of rov- 
ernor now, 
and Ex-Attorney “Zeneral Clifford 
Walker, the latter having recently 
resigned as attorney general to 
make the gubernatorial race.

Carranza Fought Huerta. 

Carranza was the governor of the 
state of Coahuila, who united the 
Mexicans under the banner of con- 
stitutionalists in 1913, and. fought 
Huerta who seized the power with

IN MEXICO CITY 


Mexico City. May 22.—The body 
of Venustiano Carranza is due to 
arrive im Mexico City some time this 
evening. The six other victims of 
the attack in the early morning of 
May 20 have been buried at the 
scene of the battle. 

Permission has been granted rel- 
atives of-the late president for the 
private interment of his body. 
These include his daughters, Julia 
and Virginia, wife of General Can- 
dido Aguilar.

CARRANZA SLAIN 
BY. OWN SOLDIERS, 
DECLARE REBELS 


El Paso, Texas, May 22.—(By 
Associated Pesées.)--Venustiane | Cart 
of the seventy~-second aeVertaal 
of the seventy-second governrment 
that country has had since 1821, was 
assassinated at 1 a. m. Friday by 
Colonel Rodolfo Herrero and his sol- 
diera at Tilaxcaltongo, Puebla, ad- 
cording to messages received here 
from Generai Alvaro Obregon, dated 
at Mexico City today.

Reports given out by the revolu- 
tionists said Carranza was assassi- 
nated by hisown men. Herrero was 
described as an ex-federal officer. 
He was once an officer in the Mex- 
ican army under President Diaz, 
ned was forced to flee Mexico in 

Carranza was made a prisoner and 
assassinated at the cry of “Viva Ob- 
regon,” by Colonel Rodolfo Herrerv 
and his men violating the hospital- 
ity that had been offered to Carran- 
za and his followers by Herrero, ac- 
cording to a message frem his chief 
men to General Pablo Gonzales, 
quoted in his message to revolution- 
aary agents here. 

Obregon answered this message 
in scatthing terms. He declared 
that if the Carranza followers who 
signed themselves, numbering more 
than thirty men and including Juan 
Barragon, chief of staff; Ignacio Bo- 
nillas, former ambassador to . the 
United States, whose candidacy for 
the presidency brought on the latest 
revolution, and other prominent 
leaders had died defending your 
chief ... you would be at rest‘with 
your consciences and escaped the 
shame of your cowardice.” . 

Obregon told the Carranzistas they | 
were sufficient in number if they 
had done their duty, “to have saved 
Carranza’s life, if,,as you state, he 
was assassinated.” 

“On repeated occasions,” Obregon 
said,. ‘President Carganza was noti- 
fied of the guarantee which would 
be given him if he would be willing 
to leave the danger zone, but he re- 
fused to accept this offer, because 
he considered it undignified of a 
man of honor to save himself, leav- 
ing his companions in danger. This 
act of Carranza revealed the dignity 
and good fellows hip you failed to 
appreciate.” 


First Report of Murder. 


First report of the assassination 
of Carranza was filed by Obregon on 
Friday night. The message did not 
reach here until today. The mes- 
Sage said: 

“Have just received the following 
message from Huauchinango, state 
of Pueblo, signed by Colonel L, 
Hernandez: 

“ ‘General Mariel advises me from 
Villa Juarez that the troops of the 
ex-federal officer, Rodolfo Herrero, 
killed President Carranza at l a m. 
at a place called Tlaxcaltongo. 
There were found six or seven more 
bodies of the men in Carranza’s 
party. It is not stated who these 
men might be. I will wire details 
later. Rodolfo Herrero surrendered 
last March to General Mariel and 
had been an officer under General 
Palaez.'” 

In transmitting the message of 
Carranza rollowers General Obre- 
gon said: 

“I am transmitting the following 
message received yesterday from 
Saxa:

Obrejjon Scores Signers. 

“I have answered the foregoing 
message as follows,” General Obre- 
gon’s communication continued: 

“Your wire to General Pablo Gon- 
zalez. It is very strange that a 
8roup oi officers who are vouche 
their loyalty and honor like 
yourselves and were accompanying 
President Carranza with the. unfal- 
tering duty of protecting him should 
have allowed him to be assassinated 
without complying with your @duty 
as it will be viewed by the people 
of the republic and the people of 
the world, that you should have 
shared his fate. More so when the 
whole nation is aware that you are 
the only ones responsible for. the 
unfortunate happenings of the last 
few weeks, and which had such a 
regrettable finale in the death of 
Venustiano Carranza, whom found 
him abandoned by his closest 
friends, who at the critical moment 
failed in their duty to protect him. 

“On repeated occasions, President 
Carranza was notified that every 
guarantee would be given him if he 
would be willing to leave the dan- 
ger zone, but he refused to accept 
this offer because he undoubtedly 
considered it an undignified act: of 
a man of honor to. save himself, 
leaving his companions in danger; 
this act of Carranza revealed the 
dignity and good fellowship which 
you failed to appreciate. 

“There are signed to the message 
the names of thirty-two officers | 
and one civilian, which is more than 
sufficient in number, if they ‘would 
have done their duty, to have saved 
Mr. Carranza’s life, if, as you state, 
he was assassinated. 

“I have the right to suppose that 
you ran away at the critical moment 
without having even made use of 
your arms, as none of you were 
wounded. If you had died defending 
the life of your chief and friend, 
who had showered so many favors 
upon you, you would have been hon- 
ored by public opinion and would be 
at rest with your conscience and 
have escaped the shame of your 
cowardliness.” 


Revelutionists Disturbed. 


Revolutionises today were eager 
in their attempts to show Carranza 
was not killed by revolutionists, 
but “by his own men.’

Enactment of a workingmen’s3 
compensation act for the state of 
Georgia and further legislation de- 
signed to greater conserve the labor 
of*the state, the scarcity of which 
has reached an acute Stage and is 
rapidly becoming more serious, are 
among the recommendations con- 
tained in the report of H. M. Stan- 
ley, state commissioner of com- 
merce and labor, which is now in 
the hands of the printer and will 
be ready for public distribution by 
June 1.

_ The report gave a long recital of 
platistics relating to lynching, 
Showing that most of them had oc- 
curred in the segth, and added that 
“it is an admitted fact that in many 
of the states the local authorities 
are either unwilling or unable to 
protect the lives of either citizens 
or foreigners against whom local 
prejudice exists.”’

Nature, as Charles J. Haden sug- 


P * gests, in his discussion of the cot- 


ton situation elsewhere upon this 
page, has been kind to the boll wee- 
: vil this spring, and correspondingly 
-  fiscouraging to the cotton-grow- 
- ‘ers of the southeast. 

To begin with, the mild winter 
of 1919-1920 was favorable to the 
pest, being not severe enough to 
destroy the insects during their 
hibernation period. Then followed 
the long, late, damp weather 


is spring—conditions «hich militates 


all in favor «° -eevil propagation 
while, as Mr. 
Haden expresses it, “making it im- 
possible to hurry the crop ahead 
of the boll weevil’s appearance.” 
: As a consequence, Mr. Haden 
figures that “a four-hundred-mil- 
lion-dollar cotton crop is in peril 
in Georgia” this year; and he 
sounds timely warning that “every 
possible preparation against the in- 
vasion of the boll weevil this sum- 
“ter” must be made and put into 
intensive effect if disaster is to be 
averted, 

The remedy is to spray the wee- 
vil in the cotton field with calcium 
arsenate. The efficacy of this 
treatment has been proven by the 
federal department of agriculture, 
ahd, says Mr. Haden, it is “the 
only defensive weapor left.” 

That advice should be followed. 
Every possible effort should be 
made-to save every stalk and 
every boll of cotton now growing 
or the seed of which is now in the

lessly sacrificed; because the 
world must have cotton, and, judg- 
ing from all present indications, 
the price of the staple will next 
fall and winter rise to unprece- 
dented heights.

INFLATION DOESN’T PAY. 


Spokane, Wash., was shocked a 
few days ago when its 1920 census 
returns were announced from 
Washington, showing its popula- 
tion to be only 104,204, which is 
198 under the population accredit- 
ed to that city by the census of 
1910. 

Adding to the sting of its dis- 
appointment, Spokane is the only 
major city whose census figures 
thus far announced shows a de- 
crease in population during the last 
decade, most of its sister cities the 
country over being accredited with 
a substantial increase. 

But Spokane lost no time in 
whining; it expended no energies 
in uselessly berating the census- 
takers, protesting the count or al- 
leging discrimination. Like a true 
sportsman, it accepted the govern- 
ment’s figures, “took its medicine” 
in true western fashion, smiled, 
said “Thank you,” and set about 
immediately trying to find, not an 
alibi, but the explanation. 

And the explanation was not hard 
to find; and in it is a lesson from 
which Spokane will benefit, and 
which can be applied with profit 
by every other city in the land. 

That is: Inflation does not pay! 

Spokane is a much larger city 
now than it was ten years ago; it 
has a great maay more bona fide 
inhabitants than it had when the 
1910 census was taken, 

Everything indicating the size of 
a city shows that to be true. For 
instance, in 1910, Spokane contain- 
ed 19,884 school children, as against 
more than 25,000 enrolled in 1920; 
it has’ 6,000 more telephones in use 
today than ten years ago. Today, 
its records show, there is hardly 
2. vacant house in the city, whereas 
there were many houses unoccu- 
pied in 1910, and, according to the 
Spokesman-Review, the city’s lead- 
ing newspaper, “there are hun- 
dreds of new houses, also filled, 
with the demand greatly in excess 

* the supply.” The city’s averag< 
‘aily and monthly bank clearings 
‘re far and awaysin excess of wh: 
they were ten years ago. 

But nevertheless the govern- 
ment’s census figures shows a net 
loss in population of almost 200 
human beings, and Spokane’s busi- 
ness men and newspapers—every- 
body—accept the figures as correct. 

And here is the answer, as the 
Spokesman-Review philosophically, 
and gamely, expresses it edito- 
rially: 

Since we accept the 1920 figures 
as correct the only explanation in- 
volves a confession of sins. They 
might not have been called sins in 
1910, when civic enterprise was at 
its most hectic “booster”’-stage, and 
the glorification of one’s home town 
at the expense of i; rival was the 
one objective of every truly loyal 
burgher. In those fine, fair, boom 
days to count transient laborers 
and lodging house casuals as resi- 
dents was quite in harmony with 
the idea that the biggest city was 
the best city. 

Any city might—and many of 
them do—fall easily into the error 
into which Spokane fell prior to its 
census taking of 1910; which is the 
error of over-zeal, due, af course, 
to a superabundance of civic pride. 
But whenever it does, it may rest 
assured that the reaction is sure 
to follow. 

No city, nor man, can get far 
upon pretenses not borne out by 
real conditions, 

And, as to the city, there is wis- 
dom and a commendable degree of 
practical common sense in what 
our Spokane contemporary goes on 
to say: 

Deflation is not painless, but it is 
wholesome. There is injury to our 
self-esteem in having to admit a 
decrease, and in having t> ,lead 
guilty to an excess of zeal ten years 
back. But most of the smart is 
taken from that injury by con- 
templating the incontestable evi- 
dences of a prosperity that is not 
at all of the ‘boom type. 

The people he.e now belong here, 
live here and will continue to live 
here. 

Since slow permanent growth is 
better than swift mushroom growth 
Spokane’s condition today is far 


ahead of what it was ten years ago,

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rent year. 


deflating had to be 
doye sooner or later we ought to be 
glad to have it over with, unpleas- 
ant though it may be. 

Moral, for the city, the business 
institution, or the individual citi- 
zen: Stick to facts; don’t inflate; 
it doesn’t pay!

It suggests a condition that is by 
no means local to Atlanta, but is 
characteristic in metropolitan dis- 
tricts througbout the United 
States, and that is anachronistic, 
demoralizing, de-humanizing and 
uncivilized. 

Not only in Atlanta, but in every 
other big modern city, there are 
hundreds of homes and _iiv- 
ing-apartments that cannot be 
leased by prospective tenants with 
a child or children, but whose 
owners raise no objections what. 
ever to tenants with dogs. 

Children are taboo; dogs are 
welcomed! 

It is not a new situation. It has 
existed for years. It has Br 
preached and written about d 
discussed in <eason and out of sea- 
son, all over the country; but, 
lamentable as it is, and discredit- 
able as it is to our civilization, en- 
lightenment and culture, it seems 
to be growing worse rather than 
better. 

The policy of exclusion of chil- 
dren by some of our landlords is 
predicated upon a theory which, if 
carried to its ultimate conclusion, 
puts mothers with babies at a 
shameful disadvantage. 

It is a policy that smacks of 
something worse and more degrad- 
ing than savagery: and it ought to 
be abandoned. 

What a praiseworthy and com-

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“THE FATHERS” AND J. B. 

Justice Holmes, of the supreme 
court of the United States, while 
rendering an opinion in connection 
with a case having nothing at all 
to do with liquor prohibition, is 
reported by the Associated Press 
as having digressed to remark that 
he did not believe “for a moment 
that, apart from the eighteenth 
amendment, special constitutional

And so far as any of us may 
judge from inhibitions prescribed 
in the original constitution, “the 
fathers” were not opposed to human 
slavery, nor to child-labor in sweat- 
shops, nor to various -and sundry

Because “the fathers,” wise and 
good as they undoubtedly were, 
“were not opposed” to slavery, or 
child-labor, or “strong drink,” does 
not argue that those institutions 
have a rightful place in American 
society today. ; 

The federal constitution. was 
drawn 133 years ago. . 

The world has moved, civilization 
has progressed, human thought has 
advanced, quite materially since 
then. 


THE LIBRARY WORKERS. 

The board of trustees of the 
Carnegie library is asking the 
finace committee of council for a 
substantial increase in salaries for 
the staff of the library. The in- 
crease asked for should be granted 
and then the salaries will be none 
too high for the value of the work 
done and compared with the scale 
of salaries obtaining in other 
cities for library workers. It seems 
incredible that Atlanta should be 
paying the assistants in the 
library $80 a month for highly 
specialized work, requiring special 
educational qualifications and 
special training to perform and 
yet that is what she is doing. But 
it is impossible to fill the places at 
that figure. No one of the city’s 
departments has suffered more 
than the library from the increas- 
ed cost in everything, yet this de- 
partment has had less increase in 
its appropriation. Where salaries 
of city employees have been in- 
creased $40 and $50 a month the 
employees of the library have had 
$10, $15 and $20 and in a few in- 
stances of the very lowest salaries, 
$30 a month. 

The heads of departmenis of the 
library are receiving $95 and $110 
a month for work requiring college 
training, special training in library 
work, and extensive knowledge of 
books and wide general informa- 
tion and practical experience in 
library work. Other places are 
paying not less than $125 a month 
for similar work with yearly in- 
creases of from $10 to $15 a month 
up to a maximum of $250 a month. 

Atlanta’s public library has al- 
ways been a credit to the city. It 
has attained a high standard of 
service to the community but it 
cannot continue to maintain this 
standard without a competent 
staff that will remain with the 
library long enough to assure a 
more or less permanent corps of 
workers. ; 

Any business firm knows that a 
constant turnover in positions is 
expensive and yet the library has 
been forced to have as many as 
three people in as many months in 
one position and all on account of 
low salaries offered. Council should 
act fairly by these employees of the 
city and grant the full increases 
asked for. 


RAISE ALL YOU CAN. 


The Baltimore News well says 


that the work which was done dur 


ing the war-drive period by people 
who raised what they could in yards 
and gardens, “did help win the

The Baltimore paper says that 
even the city man who regards 
gardening as “something of a fad,” 
should continue it. 

There’s money in a “fad” like 
that—money, and health, and good 
home-keeping.

The Stomach vs: the Heart 


The Associated Press reported the 
other day that Mr. Will Hays, the 
chairman of the republican national 
committee, remarked as he was 
boarding the train in New York for 
Chicago, “America’is thinking more 
about its own stomach than it is 
about the heart of the world.” Re- 
calling that Mr. Hays has been 
gathering data from all parts of the 
land from which he is to frame the 
republican platform, one wonders if 
this is to be the principle on which 
the platform is to be constructed. 

If so, we must change the classic 
political figure of speech “running 
for office,” and have presented to 
our imagination instead, the fig- 
ure of a great political party 
“crawling” for office on its stom- 
ach. It doesn’t sound very progres- 
siye, does it? 

WANTED—A POLITICAL 
ISSUE. 


It just occurs to me, as an ama- 
teur, of course, that it wouldn’t be 
bad strategg, since one party is de- 
termined to appeal to the stomach 
of America, for the other party to 
appeal to the heart of America. In 
the. horrible political confusion in 
which we are entangled, the terms 
“republican” and “‘democratic”’ have 
lost any distinctive meaning to the 
people, and have become merely 
shibboleths shouted with the hope 
of stirring our. prejudices and 
arousing our partisan passions. 
Party leaders are eagerly looking 
for “issues.”” Why not accept this 
one? If the definition of republi- 
can is, to be made in terms of the 
stomach, why not write the mean- 
ing of democratic in terms of the 
heart? 

Looking at it for the moment 
purely from the standpoint of po- 
litical policy—asking the question, 
which is the -best way to win?— 
the republican party always has 
been an expert in appealing to the 
stomach. The “full dinner pail” 
has nearly always produced a full 
ballot box. Whenever the demo- 
crats have attempted—and they 
usually have tried this attack—to 
meet them on their own ground, it 
has resulted in a democratic de- 
feat. Our political history reveals 
the simple fact that the only na- 
tional democratic victories which 
have been won in a quarter of a 
century, were won by an academ- 
ic, impractical, idealist, who appeal- 
ed directly to the heart of Amer- 
ica. ) 

THE APPEAL OF THE 
STOMACH. 

As a statement of fact, I think 
Mr. Hays is absolutely correct. 
America {s thinking more about its 
own stomach than it is. about the 
heart of the world. America was 
thinking more about its own stom- 


ach in 1914-1915-1916, than it was 
about the heart of the world. And 
during those days the raucous 
voices of many political leaders, 
among whom were our own Geor- 
gia senators, did their best to drown 


the voice of the heart of the world. 
But despite this ignoble appeal to 


the stomach, the heart of America 
heard the compelting appeal of the 
heart of the world, and it was the 
marvellous response . of heart to 
heart, which wrote those radiant 
pages in the history of America 
telling to our children and our chil- 
dren’s children the part we played 
in redeeming the world from tyran- 
ny. 

Of course, America has a stom- 
ach, and it ought to be providently 
and intelligently cared for. It is 
readily agreed that it costs too 
much to feed that stomach now, 
and as long as so many people are 
engaged in the amicable business 


of trying to grab the food which 
we have, and so few are engaged in 
the task of trying to produce more 
food, the stomach will continue to 
play a disagreeably important part 
in our national thought. No, the 
preacher is not saying for a mo- 
ment that we should not very care- 
fully consider the important ques- 
tions pertaining to food, but the is- 
sue which he suggests is, shall we 
feed the stomach at the expense of 
the heart? 


THE HIGH COST OF THE 
STOMACH. 

I insist that the immediate and 
practical meaning of aH of this 
political demagoguery, which 
clothes itself in the verbal eu- 
Phemisms of “safeguarding the 
rights of America,” “Americanizing 
the treaty,’”’ and the like, is that 
America shall turn its back upon a 


starving and a suffering world, and 
concentrate all of its thought and 


energy upon csring for its own 
stomach. And America can’t do 
this without starving the heart. In 
order to do it, we must forget the 
very vocabulary which kept ryth- 
mic time with the steps of oyr boys 
toward the training camps of 1917. 
We musSt give the lie to evéry chal- 
lenging motive with which we stir- 
red the patriotic passion of a peace- 
ful people, and turned it into an ir- 
reSistible tide of battle. We must 
blot out forever the radiant ideal 
of an unselfish, chivalrous. crusad- 
ing America fighting for the salva- 
tion of, the heart of the world. 
Yes, I am talking practical poli- 
tics. I grant that Mr. Hays is right, 
and that at present the stomach 
bulks large in American thought. 
But men are dual in their compo- 
sition. They have stomachs and 
hearts, Appeal to the stomach and 
you get a,stomach reply; appeal to 
the heart, and the heart. answers. 
Just now the political appeal is to 
the lowest and most selfish motives 
of the people. Our president's voice 
is silenced, and searcely a politica! 
leader dares speak the language of 
unselfish idealism. 3ut the heart 
of America is not dead. A party 
with faith enough in the idealism 
of this nation to answer the appeal 
to the American stomach with an 
appeal to the American heart will 
find the same resnonse in 1920 that

Georgia’s $400,000,000 Cotton Crop 


In Dire Danger From Boll Weevil 


By C. J. Haden. 


A four-hundred-million-dollar cot- 
ton crop is in peril in Georgia. It 
is the part of sound judgment to 
make every possible preparation 
against the invasion of the boll 
weevil this summer. The trail of 
this insect in the southwest is aban- 
doned farms, broken mercantile 
houses and closed banks. Scientific 
experts, after long investigation, de- 
clare that two of these insects wil) 
breed more than two millions dur- 
ing one summer and their appetites 
are as ravenous as pigs. Preven- 
tion is the only dependable method 
of dealing with them. 

Southwestern farmers have learned 
through disaster to follow the in- 
structions of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture in the mat- 
ter of burning and plowing under 
the old stalks, the grass and weeds 
in the fence corners and surround- 
ing woods, where the insect hiber- 
nates in winter. But in Georgia 
these precautions have been gener- 
ally disregarded. The summer of 
1919 was wet and peculiarly favor- 
able to incubation of the pest. The 
winter of 1919-1920 was not as de- 
structive as the normal winter. The 
belated spring has made it impos- 
sible to hurry the crop ahead of 
the boll weevil’s appearance. We 
are confronted with a hand-to-hand 
fight. 

The Ravages of the Weevil. 


The ruin wrought by the bol! 
weevil has not even yet sunk deep 


into the minds of the people of 
Georgia. In one county (Adams, Mis- 
sissippi), the yield of cotton dropped 
in 1909 from 25,000 bales to 700 
bales, and, after eleven years, has 
never reached 4,000 bales in any 
one year; the city of Natchez lost 
approximately one-third of its-.pop- 
ulation, and the country portion of 
the county fully as much, the labor 
fleeing to parts further north: the 
leading banks failed for millions: 
the land values declined from an 
average of $75 per acre to about $25 
per acre, and a large percentage 
of them bought by speculators 
from the west and north. The story 
of Adams county applies in a less 
or greater degree to the bol) wee- 
vil stricken area of the southwest. 
Such is the menace that 
Georgia. 

Actual experience has already 
sustained the deductions of the fed- 
eral government agricultural ex- 
perts that no part of Georgia is 
immune. The weevil is now in ev- 
ery quarter of the cotton area of 
Georgia. When the cotton squares 
begin to develop, the ingect repro- 
duction begins at an amazing rate 
and the battle lasts about twenty- 
five days. 


The only defensive weapon left 
is calcium arsenate, developed and 


approved by -the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. It is a 
Spray poison composed of arsenic 
and lime, produced and testéd be- 
fore. using under tne auspices of 
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Convention Anarchy. 
(From The Savannah News.)

The business men of Georgia 
should provide in storage through- 
out the state as much calcium ar- 
senate as may be obtained and have 
it ready for the use of the smaller 
farmers tn emergencies. A number 
of the larger farmers are provid- 
ing for themselves. The cost of 
applying. ineluding the material, 
varies from $6 to $12 per acre. Ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the cost 
of growing cotton has been spent 
at the period when the boll wee- 
vil appears. Fighting this insect 
is a question of salvage ind about 
the 15th of July, when the hattle 
begins, the cotton crop of Georgia, 
worth at that stage nearly $400.- 
000,000, is in grave peril. It is safe 
to estimate that not over one-fifth 
of this crcep is reasonably safe from 
the insect, and that portion is ‘n 
the higher latitudes of the moun- 
tain districts. ; 

When it is remembered that Lou- 
isiana the first year of the bol) 
weevil attack lost two-thirds of 
her entire crop, we can calculate 
what might happen to Georgia. The 
issue is one infinitely more vital 
to the welfare of the state than 
any other issue now absorbing the 
public mind. Whatever is done 
must be done without delay. 


The association of southern fer- 
tilizer manufacturers is now spend- 
ing considerable sums in publicity. 
urging the use of calcium arsenate 
to save the cotton crop. The de- 
partment of agriculture and the ag- 
ricultural colleges throughout the 
cotton states are promoting its use 
to the fullest of thejr ability. Ev- 
ery effort should be made to cush- 
ion against the shock.

DRY GOODS MARKETS 
| ARE QUIET AND EASY 


New York, May 22.—Cotton goods 
markets have ruled quiet and prices 
have softened somewhat in unfin- 
ished goods of certain descriptions 
in sales between second hands. 
Print cloths, sheetings, sateens, 
voiles and some other cloths are 
easier and mille are now more will- 
ing to listen to offers of new busi- 
ness at prices below those currently 
quoted at the opening of the month. 

The’ refgsuance of a wide sheet- 
ing price list on the basis current 
July 21* last year disclosed the 
anomalous situation of one large 
producer selling goods on a basis 
of 20 per eent under the levels 
quoted by some others. ‘Ginghams, 
percales and all fall goods are held 
firm in first hands and most of 
the jobbing fabrics snow  Iittle 
change as yet. Business fs greatly 
hampered by the tied-up shipping 
conditions, and many delays in 
deliveries are now beginning to 
force cancellations. Jobbers are 
beginning to arrive in the mar- 
kets and are more interested in 
trying to hasten long delayed goods 
than to order any new lines at cur- 
rent prices. 

The irregular distribution of 
goods due to poor transportation 
has made it most difficult for mer- 
chants to form a correct idea of the 
preneste effect of retail reductions, 

ut in many analyses of prices 
made by retailers, primary mer- 
chants have found that there had 
been wide anticipations of high re- 
placement costs, rather than 
charges based upon actual prices 
paid for the goods now offered at 
new prices. .

Era of Extravagance.

“What has been the result of this 
era of extravagance? The banks 
are still carrying too large an 
amount of these United States 
bonds for their customers. This re- 
sult has followed, notwithstanding 
the federal authorities and the eco- 
nomic writers haying urged the peo- 
ple to save and pay their debts to 
the banks. The natural ouccome? 
is that banks’ loans are still ex- 
panded with governmental Securi- 
ties; and, added to these are the 
enormous demands of business, ne- 
cessitating large borrowing on ac- 
counteof the high prices o* every- 
thing. In turn, the member banks 
have called upon the federal re- 
serve banks to rediscount for them 
a Jarge volume of paper, untih now 
it has reached a point that it is ab- 
solutely necessary for the reserve 
banks to exercise one of their most 
important functions, and that is the 
control of credits. , 

Credit Decrease Urged 


‘While the bankers themselves 
cannot directly increase production, 
they can certainly tend to decrease 


credits, and it is imperative now 
that’ this should be done. The 
sooner we put on the brakes, the 


better it will be for the general 
welfare of our country. ‘ 

“In former times, commercial 
banks (before they had federal re- 
serve banks to depend upon) when 
they found their reserves running 
low called in many of their loans 
or required of their customers 4 
substantial reduction, thus depend- 
ing upon their own resources to 
promptly control credits. But now 
it is quite different,.and I fear that 
some of our member banks are in- 
clined to lean too much on the re- 
serve banks, instead of acting on 
their own initiative and exercisigg 
necessary caution to bring about 
sound credits and self-protection. 

“What concerns us most is not 
the cause of our troubles, but 
what we should do to remedy 
things. What we want to do 
is to find and supply the prop- 
er remedy before matters get worse. 

“Since the federal reserve banks 
are, in a sense, manufacturers of 
credit, dt seems tom e their plain 
duty, in exercising the important 
function of control of credit to its 
member banks, is to use an intel- 
ligent and discriminating policy of 
control that does not withhold 
credit, it seems to me their plain 
sons to believe that credit is going 
to be used for productive purposes. 
I fully realize that in times of ex- 
pansion it is difficult for commer- 
cial banks to hold their customers 
in check owing to the pernicious 
rivalry that exists between banks 
to retain their present customers 
and obtain new ones, but we must 
bear in mind that we have reached 
a point where we have to consider 
things from the point of vfew of 
the general economic interest and 
think primarily in fundamental 
terms of production, and not sim- 
ply in the narrower terms of busi- 
ness traffic and enlarged or swol- 
len profits. : 

Loan Policy of Banks. 


“As previously pointed out, the 
i tical in currency, or inflation 
as it is termed, is the effect and 
not the cause of high prices, and 
the. deflation should be brought 
about by the lean policies of out 
commercial banks.

“It is hoped that the credit situ- 
ation will soon begin to clarify and 
that the establishment of these 
progressive rates may be deferred 
—but the federal reserve authori- 
ties feel they are justified, in times 
like these, in using forceful meas- 
ures to prevent further expansion 
of credit. We have a corsdstion 
that must be dealt with and the di- 
rectors and officers of the reserve 
banks having the responsibility up- 
on them must not longer postpone 
applying the remedy, the welfare 
of the country requiring it. 


Co-Operation Needed. 


“We of the federal reserve bank 
ask the co-operation of the mem- 
ber banks and we believe if the 
bankers will properly use their 
great personal influence with their 
customers we will hold in check 
the great expansion that is going 
on all over our country. I think 
it is well to not cause too rapid a 
contraction and I have no fear of 
doing so, for we have been grad- 
ually expanding for the past five 
years, and, in my opinion, it will 
take at least that long, if not long- 
er, to get back again to. normal 
conditions. By normal conditions, 
I do not mean that prices will go 


back to those of 1913 and 1914, for. 


all indications point to a higher 
level wf prices and wages than 
had existed in this country for 
many years prior to that time. 

“We should, I think, extend to 
the farmers proper accommodation 
in order that they may increase 
the yields from the soil; and, I may 
say right here that the federal re- 
serve banks welcome such paper for 
rediscount and make a special rec- 
ognition of notes made by farmers 
by giving to such paper a length 
of maturity twice.that accorded to 
commercial paper. 

“While present conditions are se- 
rious, I do not think they are alarm- 
ing, for the bankers, I am sure, both 
the federal reserve and commercial, 
will bring to bear on the situation 
their many years of experience, 
which has given them the wisdom 
to guide with a steady hand the 
financial affairs of our country to 
a safe and eane basis.” 


Cities Service Earnings.

Switchmen’s Strike Is 
Greatest Factor—Public 
Sentiment Needed Be- 
hind Labor Board.

New York, May 22.—(Special.)— 


Heavy liquidation in stocks broke 
out toward the end of the past 
week, following several of the lirht- 
est-trading sessions of recent years. 
Prior to the heavy selling it had 
appeared as though the market was 
due for a rally as the shorts had 
“sold to thé limit” for many weeks, 
and they were not getting anv g6up- 
port from outside. Then the news 
that the banking authorities of the 
country are worried about the cred- 
it situation, coupled with the heavy 
tendency of nearly all retail mar- 
kets, brought about a wave of sell- 
ing of stocks owned outright by 
the sellers, in most cases not mar- 
ket speculators. é 

It was found by many people 
anxious to sell something, that 
stocks and bonds offered the quick- 
est and easiest medium. There has 


}often been a movement to suppress 


or prohibit short sales of secur- 
ities but it is said that close 
to panic conditions might have pre- 
vailed during the flood of liquida- 
tion during the past few days if 
it had not been for the short in- 
terest. The speculators who had 
sold short. found it not only easy 
to cover, but profitable as well, and 
it was their buying which prevented 
demoralization at a time when in- 
vestors and “long-pull speculators 
wane not willing or not able to 
uy. 

In liberty bonds, where there is 
not any short interest of material 
consequence, the continued liquida- 
tion has forced even heavier pro- 
portionate declines, all things con- 
sidered, than in even the more 
speculative stocks, without the tem- 


porary recoveries that, have been 
seen in stocks when dhorts were 
covering. 


Credit Crisis Delayed. 


The tie-up of so much freight 
in various parts of the county, while 
it ‘‘froze-up” vast amount of 
loaned money, really postponed the 
credit crisis, which is due to the 
fact that retailers or other distribu- 
tors have been unable to move the 
major proportion of their stocks. of 
zoods and have been unable to ob- 
tain new loans for necessary future 
purchase of goods. 

Banks have found enormous sums 
of money tied up in the swollen- 
priced goods, with the buying sea- 
son near its end and with vast ac- 
cumulations of unsold goods which 
might socn become unsaleable at 
even what it cost the manufacturer 


or the retailer’s. No question can 
be raised but that deflation of the 
clothing industry, at least, has re- 
ceived a great headstart on a 
process that is expected to extend 
to all other lines. It is thought, 
however, that really “bad times” 
cannot be feared immediately, as 
the country is still short of some 
lines of necessary goods and ma- 
texials. When this shortage is made 
up; it is quite possible that credit 
conditions may be so improved that 


actual panic conditions will be 
averted.

Corporations which must have ad- 
ditional capital or additional cash 
on hand have been the heaviest sel- 
lers of Liberty bonds for a long 
time. In the past week, it is said 
that this selling has been accelerat- 
ed by the drop in prices for many 
lines of goods. Corporations have 
also been borrowing on short term 
notes wherever possible, while a 
large .number of them have sold 
common ofr preferred stocks to 
shareholders wherever such could be 
successfully floated. When such 
sales have been started, it has gen- 
erally been found recently that 
stockholders are not eager to buy 
and have sold their subscription 
“rights” rather heavily, also have 
often sold their stock. As a re- 
sult, a number of valuable “rights” 
at the start have become worthless 
before the time of subscription be- 
cause of declines in the open market 
price of the stock to a point below 
that at which new stock was of- 
fered.

Rules, Gormiey charges. that evi- 
dently existed during the time df 
President Washington, were applied 
to the games. Flagrant violations 
of running thé program as pro- 
vided by intercollegiate rules. rec- 
ognized both ‘east and west: trim- 
ming rules to suit the particular 
purpose of persons incompétent to 
frame them, and disregard protests, 
the meet in general makes southern 
athletics the laughing stock of 
America. 

The most important :violation of 
rules in the meet, Gormley says, 
was that of not running trial events 
in the*short dashes and the hur- 
dles, despite the fact that. the 
championship program governing 
are intercollegiate rules call s for 
trials in these events, 

It appears that a committee ap- 
pointed by the 8. I. A. A. took the 
liberty to frame a set of rules un- 
heard of in the past decade. _ In- 
stead of working along progressive 
lines, the code was a patched up 
affair and few persons could make 
head or tail of it. 

One violation of a rule whieh will 
be of interest to New Orleans ath- 
letes is that which governs the hur- 
dles. Contrary to intercollegiate 
rules as well as those of the ama- 
teur Atheletic Union, the metrod by

Saving the Sugar, 
And Other Economies 


Those people who have time in these complex’ days to sit down 
and quietly think about things know that extreme measures very 
rarely succeed when it comes to community service of any kind, and 
that with everybody doing an intelligent, individual part, things. grad- 
ually come around to a balance, though it may take some time to 
accomplish it. 

Especially is this true about all shovements which have caring 
upon the practice of thrift, or reducing the high cost of living. To 
abuse all men in business as profiteers, and to try to inflict upon 
people standards of what they shall buy and not buy; what they. shall 
pay for their clothes and what they shall not pay, is a foolish way to 
proceed. » One trouble is so many people live, not according to what 
they can afford, but according to the way their neighbors live. 

If every individual home had a woman at its head today who 
would sit down quietly and figure out what she could spend a month 
for the upkeep of her house and live to that end, there would not be 
near so much talk about the high cost of living. 

The truth is, the most extravagant woman in the community has 
set a standard, and unconsciously every other woman is aiming to live 
up to that standard. 

Now, if there was just a little more thought given to the actual 
needs of a household, and careful expenditure of funds practiced, there 
would be a much better condition existing, and trade would be little 
curtailed by it. 

False standards. of living, eating and dressing stand as the basic 
cause of much of this trouble about the high cost of living, and with 
all due respect to many movements which have been agitated for the 
reduction of high-cost, if each woman would work out her own salva- 
tion in the case, the average home would be on a better basis, and 
Mrs. Smith could put up preserves this summer. 

If she had less desserts which require sugar at present, she could 
save the sugar for the preserves, jellies, etc., to be made later. 

That good old something, common sense, which does not come by 
the yard, nor in cans, nor jars, nor bottles, is the material people 
need to help them tide over present complexities. 

It comes when people stop long enough to think and let it come, 
and when it does come to women in their home responsibilities, we are 
going to see more real thrift practiced, and hear less about the high 
cost of living.

This is why it {s so important that the 
Circulation ef air inside of the modern 
“icebox” shall be established on scien- 
tific principles, 

A refrigerator with gaping seams or 
holes in the lining, with sedden packing 
between the walls, or @lling which has 
fallen out of place or which was not of 
the right material in the beginning, is 
extravagant in its consumption of ice 
and will not keep the food in good con- 
dition. A refrigerator with gaping 
seams or cornera on the outside, with 
doors which do not close tightly, or 
covers which have warped out of place, 
is an extravagance. If the vent or trap 
beneath permits warm air to rise into 
the food chamber, insects may go that 
way also, and in any event the cold 
storage will be injured and there is 
grave danger of the food becoming con- 
taminated, 

Remember that your refrigerator was 
built with a.definite capacity of ice re- 
quirement to keep the food pure and 
untainted. Do not expect to get good 
results if a little piece of melting ice 
only is kept in one corner. Is the drain 
pipe in repair, and can it be 
cleaned and scalded regularly? Is the 
lining smooth and such that it can be 
scrubbed or cleaned properly? 

One would not have to go very far 
to find refrigerators, the outside of 
which would be the better for a thoro 
cleaning with a stiff brush and soap 
and hot water, and the inside for con- 
siderable repair. Hot soapsuds will 
injure varnish, but better to clean it 
properly, even if it has to be refinished. 

When an article so important to the 
family health and efficiency and bank 
account has outlived its usefulness, it 
is much cheaper to replace it. At the 
same time, it may be that the ice

One more step in the proposed establishment of the Tallulah and Tugaloo 
rivers as foremost among the enormous water power developments of the 
North American continent is seen in the recent completion of the colossal 
Burton dam and its reservoir, the ffrst in a new series of developments of 
the Georgia Railway and ower company tending toward aggrandizement of 
the power supply in the area served by that company. 

In addition to being the first step in the big program of improvement 
which will place Atlanta’s hydro-electric supply on an equality with any in 
America, the new dam will serve to permanently equalize the flow of water 
in the Tallulah river, even through the extent of the severest drought, and 
will—in connection with the Mathis reservoir, completed some time ago— 
catch and hold until needed for the generation of power, practically every 
drop of water that falls on the Tallulah watershed. 


$3,462,774.87 SAVED 
BY HARNESSING RIVER. 


It has been estimated by officials 
“ef the company that the economic sav- 
ing to the power consumers of the 
area served through the use of hy- 
dro-electric power—compared to the 
cost of generating the same power by 
steam—for the year 1919, was $3,462,- 
774.87. It is further estimated that 
the saving to the car riders by the 
same comparison for the same time 
was $398,111.52. 

It is known that the completion of 
this development markS the only ac- 
tual construction of a water power de- 
velopment of any great ‘significance 
undertaken and carried through to 
complete consummation in Georgia or 
the southeast since the United States 
entered the great war. It is also esti- 
mated that the equalization of power 
afforded by the dam will be of incal- 
culable value to industrial develop- 
ment of the section. 

The Burton dam, at which 10,000 
horsepower will be generated, is co- 


lossal in its dimensions, varying fum- 
bers of people, from 350 to 525 ‘hav- 


ing been employed in its erection since 
its inception in 1917. 

The ponderosity: of its masonry is 
indicated by the following facts of its 
construction: It is 1,300 feet in length, 
has a height of 126 feet, is 103 feet 
thick at the base, and the top is wide 
enough for a span of horses or an 
automobile to be easily driven across. 
Ninety thousands barrels of cement 
were used in its construction, with 
112,000 cubic yards of rock. It is esti- 
mated that the enormdus dam weighs 
250,000 tons.

The lake or reservoir formed by this 

dam covers an area of 2,775 acres of 


land and will have a shore line of. 


_ something over sixty-five miles. This 
reservoir will store 6,280,000,000 cubic 
feet of water, which is equivalent to 
approximately 40,000,000,000 gallons; 
this amount of water being more than 
three times the total consumption of 
the city of Atlanta per annum, and 
will generate at the Tallulah Falls 
power station 73,333,333 horsepower 
hours, sufficient power to propel the 
street cars of Atlanta for a year and 
three months. The power that one 
filling of the reservoir will generate 
at Tallulah Falls power station is 
equal to the effective available en- 
ergy of 116,000 tons of coal, and the 
power it will generate at the Tugaloo 
station, now under construction, will 
be equal to the available effective en- 
ergy of 27,000 tons of coal, or a total

These savings did not go into the 
treasury of the company or to the com- 
pany stockholders, They represent 
values which inured directly to the 
benefit of the public. 

In the case of the street railway 


department, the service of the com- 
pany for the year 1919 was furnished 
at a loss to the company of $15,797.33. 
In 1918 the loss sustained by the com- 
pany in supplying street railway serv- 
ice was $142,239.98, or a total for the 
two years of $158,036.71. But for the 
saving in the cost of power consumed 
by the street railway company for the 
years 1918 and 1919 through the use 
of hydro-electric power as shown 
above, and aggregating $686,761.59, the 
loss sustained in the street railway 
department for these two years would 
have been $844,789.30, which means

Being removed from the coal fields 
and ore deposits and enjoying none 
of the advantages of water transpor- 
tation, Atlanta has no natural re- 
sources or advantages similar to those 
with which fortune has favored New 
Orleans, Birmingham, Memphis and 
other southern cities of similar size 
and ,Jocation. Nature has endowed 
Atlanta with a comparatively mild and 
healthful climate and has placed it 
at the foothills of the mountains of 
north Georgia, where it has made 
possible the harnessing of abundant 
water power. A cheap and plentiful 
supply of power is a vital need of all 
industry. But neither nature nor talk 
nor legislation is going to harness this 
power and transmit it to Atlanta. “Na- 
ture has done for Atlanta all she ever 
will.” Her part of the job is finished. 
Legislation alone cannot avail any- 
thing. Favorable legislation and fair 
treatment will help and encourage, but 
{it remains for individual entefprises 
to initiate, take hold and cirry through 
to completion.

4, Meyerling’s Secret Revealed at 
Last---The Tragic Love Story 
Culminated in the Death 
Crown Prince of Austria

BARONESS MARY VETSERA. 


N the subjojned article one of the historic mys- 

teries of the last generation is finally un- 
riddled. a 
_ On the night of Jan. 30, 1889, Rudolf of Haps- 
burg, heir apparent to the Austrian Imperial 
throne and—to paraphrase the priest who stood 
by Marie Antoinette at the guillotine—“son of a 
hundred: kings,” died a bloody and mysterious 
death his small hunting lodge at Meyerling, 
near Vienna. In the morning his body was 
found, and lying by him in death was Baroness 
Mary Vetsera, his beautiful young inamorata. 

The old Emperor, Franz Josef, in whose sombre 
life this affair provided one of the darkest epi- 
sodes, immediately closed to the scrutiny of the 
curious world all thé evidence. Those who had 
knowledge of the circumstances surrounding the 
deadly drama were called into solemn conclave 
about the Emperor and his wife and made to 
swear their silence. 

Accordingly the affair at Meyerling, involving 
the most popular royal prince in Europe and heir 
in the oldest mundane royal line, touched with 
the romance which hedges the loves of the ex- 
alted, passed at once into rank with the great 
enigmas. The dead prince became another Man 
in the Iron Mask, another Lost Dauphin. 


V wee a few weeks ago Mrs. Alma Steane 

in a fit of spleen poisoned herself with 
prussic acid—a prey to the life-long obsession 
that she was the child of the romantic pair of 
lovers—Rudolf von Hapsburg and Mary Vet- 
sera—the tragedy of Meyerling was referred to 
as one of the unsolved mysteries of time; 

It is true, the secret of that night of Jan. 30, 
1889, was well kept. The twenty-one persons 
who took the oath not to reveal it, have kept 
their word. But if the testimony of those who 
knew only a portion of the truth is put together, 
— very little is left for guesswork—only what dur- 
ing a very short space of time passed between 
the lovers—end that of course will never be 
known. 

The following story cofftains nothing that is 
not true to-the letter. When friends, who haé@ 
been in a position to observe, told me what they 
had seen and heard, I stored everything in my 
memory, and when there was nothing more~to 
be told, I made notes in a little book for fear of 
forgetting. As long as there was an Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy and a Hapsburg Emperor, these 
things could not be told; it would have gone 
hard with the teller. We have since been so 
busy with the consummation of peace that there 


was no time for mentioning things of the long- 

ago past. And this is really and truly the 

first time that the story of how Kronprinz 

udolf came to his death is told by one who 
8. 

During the forenoon of Jan. 31, 1889, the 
news began to circulate that Crown Prince 
Rudolf was dead. He had suffered a heart- 
stroke while out hunting, there was no med- 
ical aid near, he had siiccumbed. So it was 
explained, ‘ 

The news of the death of Emperor Francis 
Joseph's only son, the heir to the throne, made 
a deep impression upon Vienna. Hundreds 
hastened to the Imperial Palace as if they 
wished ‘thereby to express their sympathy. 
But the publie’s feelings “vere with the Em- 
peror and Empress more than with the Crown 
Princess Stephanie. It had been rumored 
that’ the marriage was not a happy one— 
through the fault of the ‘wife, people said. 
The Crown Prince was known to be a liberal, 
and “could do no wrong.” 

“During the day it came out that he had died 
at Meyerling, where he owned a small hunting 
box, and where he had gone to spend a day and 
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Crown Prince Radolf’s former castle, now tlic Carmelite Convent and Chapel of St. Joseph.

Next day the accident on the hunting ground 
was officially confirmed, but directly afterward 
old Count Tisza, the Hungarian Premier, ap- 
peared before the Emperor in Vienna and de- 
clared that he could not tell Hes to his Hun- 
garians.

It was four hours before any one besides the two, 
and the valet Loschek, was admitted to the 
deathchamber. In the afternoon the post-mortem 
examination took place in the presence of Prof. 
Meynert, who added to the report that suicide 
had been committed in a state of temporary in- 
sanity. Toward evening a metal coffin came to 
Meyerling, in which the body was taken to Vienha 
at midnight, and with the usual ceremonial trans- 
ferred to the imperial palace, eight black mules 
drawing the hearse. 

Among the aristocratic society a new version 
of the death of the Crown Prince was told and 
believed, for whose wide circulation Princess 
Pauline Metternich was principally responsibie. 
According to this version, the Crowh Prince had 
given a fete to his friends at Meyerling, which 
began in the most harmless way, but ended in 
a wild orgy when cognac had replaced cham- 
pagne. A general fight took place, and it was 
still a secret who besides the Crown Prince had 
had his skull broken with a champagne bottle.

LIFE ON A SUBMARINE 


The Submarines of the Allies Sailed Almost 


Always Under Water in the Daytime—Men 
Nearly Exhausted at End of an Eight-Day 
Cruise—How Fighting Was Carried On Un- 
der the Sea—German U-Boats Sailed Unsus- 
pectingly Into Danger—The Small Patch of 
Oil That Meant Destruction of One of the 
Enemy Boats—The Work of the A L-2. 


In the daytime the allied submarine 
sailed nearly all the time under the 
water, maintaining what was known 
as “periscope depth,” that is, it had 


merely a few inches of its periscope 
exposed for a short time every fifteen 
minutes or so, sweeping the sea for 
a distance of many miles. As soon 
as darkness set in, the boat usually 
emerged, began taking in new air 
and recharging its batteries, the crew 
seizing the opportunity to stretch 
their legs and catch a wholesome 
glimpse of the external world. 

The simple fact that the allied sub- 
marines spent the larger part of their 
time under water, while the German 
spent the larger part of their time on 
the surface, gave our boats a great 
military advantage over the foe, but 
it likewise made existence in our sub- 
marine service more ardous. Even in 


the coldest winter days there could, 


be no artificial heat, for the preciovs, 
electricity could not be spared %) 


that purpose, and the temperature m- + 


side the submarine was the temper- 
ature of the water in which it sailed. 
The close atmosphere, heavily laden 
also with the smell of oil from the 
engines and the odors of cooking, the 
necessity of going for days at a time 
without a bath or even a wash, 
added to the discomfort. 

The stability of a submerged sub- 
marine is by no means perfect; the 


vessel is constantly rolling, and a 
certain number of the crew, even the 
experienced men, are frequently s#ea- 
sick. This movemer.t sometimes 
made it almost impossible to stay in 
a bunk and sleep for any reasonable 
period; the poor seaman would per- 
haps doze off,’ but a lurch of the ves- 
sel would send him sprawling on the 
deck. One could hardly write, for it 
was too cold, or read, for there was 
little light; and because of the mo- 
tion of the vessel, it was difficult to 
focus ones eyes on the page. A lim- 
ited amount of smoking was per. 
mitted, but the’ air was sometimes so 
vitiated that only the most vigorous 
and incessant puffing could keep a 
cigarette alight. 

One of the most annoying things 
about the scvenetaibestetneee is the 
fact that the air condenses on the 
ides as the coldness increases, s0 
that practically everything becomes 
wet; as the sailor lies in his bunk, 
is moisture is precipitated upon 
‘™ like rain drops. This combina- 
tion of discomforts usually produced, 
after spending a few hours under the 
surface, that mental] state commonly 
known as “dopey.” 

A CRUISE. 

The usual duration of a “cruise” 
was eight days and by the end of 
that time many of the crew were 
nearly “all in,” and some of them 
entirely so. But the physical suffer- 


ings were the least discomforting. 
Any moment the boat was likely to 
hit one of the mines the Germans 
were always planting. A danger 


' which was particularly vexatious was 


that a British or an American sub- 
marine was just about as likely to 


be attacked by the allied surface 
craft as the German themselves. At 
the beginning, recognition § signals 
were arranged by which it was ex- 
pected that the allied underwatef 
craft, coming to the surface, could 
make its identity known to a friendly 
warship; sometimes those signals 
succeeded, but more frequently they 
failed, and the attacks which British 
and American destroyers made upon 
their own submarine# demonstrated 
that there was no certainty that such 
signals would offer any protection. 
A_xather grim order directed all de- 
stroyers and other patrol craft to sink 
any submarine on sight, unless there 
was positive information that a 


friendly submarine was operating in- 


the neighborhood. To a. large ex- 
tent, therefore, the life of our sub- 
marine sailors was the same as that 
of the Germans. Our men knew how 
it feels to have a dozen depth charges 
explode around them, for not infre- 
quently they have had to endure this 
sort of thing from their own com- 
rades. 

Mistakes of this sort were so com- 
mon that. whenever an allied sub- 
marine saw an allied destroyer at a 
distance, it usually behaved just as 
a German would have dong under the 
same conditions; it dove precipitate- 
ly to the safety of deep water. Our 
men, that is, did not care to take the 
risk of a discussion with the surface 
craft; it was more prudent to play 
the part of an enemy. 

One day one of the American sub- 
marinés, lying on the surface, saw 
an American destroyer, and, cheered 
in their loneliness by the sight of 
such a friendly vessel, waited for it 
to approach, making all the identifi- 
eation signals so carefully set down 
in the books. Instead of a cordial 
greeting, however, about — twenty 
rounds of projectiles began. falling 
about the L-boat, which as hastily 
as possible dropped to sixty feet un- 


der the surface. In a few minutes 
depth charges began exploding 
around him in profusion, the plates 
of the vessel shook violently, the 
lights went out and the end seemed 
near. Making a last effort, the 
American submarines rose to the sur- 
face, sent up all the recognition sig- 


nals the officers could think of, and 
this time with success. The de- 
stroyer approached, the commander 
shouting from the bridge: 

“Who are you?” 

“American submarine A L-10. 

“Good luck, old man,” canie a now 
familiar voice from the bridge. “This 
is Bill.” 

The commander of the destroyer 
and the commander of the submarine 
had been room mates at Annapolis! 


EASY TO 
SINK MERCHANTMEN. 


In other ways our submarine force 
passed through the same experiences 
as the Germans. Its adventures shed 
the utmost light upon this campaign 
against merchantmen which the Ger- 
mans had depended upon to win the 
war. The observer at the periscope 
was constantly spotting. a huge al- 
lied merchantman making its way 
into port. The great ship sailed on, 
entirely oblivious of the periscope 
and the eye of the British or Amer: 
ican watcher fixed upon her. | 

“How easy to sink her!” he would 
say to himself. This gam-~ in which 
the Germans were engaged was a 
dangerous one, because of allied 
anti-submarine craft: but, when it 
came to attacking merchant ships, it 
was the easiest thing in the world. 
After a few weeks in a submarine it 
grew upon our men that the wonder 
was not that the Germans had sunk 
sO many merchant ships, but that 
they had sunk so few. Such an ex- 
perience emphasized the conviction, 
which was prevalent in both the 
British and American navies, that the 
Germans were not particularly skill- 
ful at the occuration which seemed 
to be so congenial to them. Indeed, 
there are few things in the world 
that appear so absolutely helpless as 
@ great merchant ship when observed 
through the periscope of an under- 
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water boat. 


Underwater 
Fighting. 


Whenever an allied submarine met 
1918, the E-35, a British submarine, 
its enemy the contest was usually a 
short one. The issue, one way or the 


other, was determined in a few min- 
utes. On rare occasions, there were 
attempts to ram; almost invariably, 
however, it was the torpedo which 
settled the business. If our boat hap- 
pened to be on the surface when it 
sighted the German, which, however, 
was very seldom the case, the first 
maneuver was to dive as quickly and 
as unostentatiously as possible, It 
it succeeded in getting under before 
the U-boat discovered its presence, it 
then crept up, guided only by the 
periscope, until it had reached a spot 
that was within range. The combat, 
as wa sthe case so frequently in this 
way, was onesided. The cnemy sub- 

rine seldom knew its assatlant was 
auywhere in the neighborhood: a 
merchant ship, from its relatively 
high bridge, could sometimes see the 
torpedo approach and turn out of its 
way; it was almost impossible to see 
a wake from the low conning tower 
or periscope of a submarine, and no 
one except the observer had a glimpse 
of the surface. But the small size 
of the submarine was in itself a great 
protection; we, launched many tor- 
pedoes, but only occasionally scored 
a hit. The missile would usually 
pass a few feet ahead or astern, or 
would glide over or under the sub- 
merged hulk, perhaps a few inches 
only saving it from destruction. Once 
an American torpedo hit its enemy 
squarely on the side, but failed to 
explode! If the torpedo once struck 
and functioned, however, it was all 
over in a few seconds. A huge gey- 
ser of water would leap into the air; 
the submarine would sometimes rise 
at the same time, or parts of it would 
fly in a dozen directions; then the 
waters would gradually subside, leav- 
ing a mammoth oil-patch, in which 
two or three members of the crew 
might be discovered struggling in the 
waves. Most of the men in the 
doomed vessel never knew what 
struck them. 


Thus, early one evening in May, 
was patrolling its billet in the Atlantic, 
about two hundred miles west of Gi- 
braltar. About two or three miles on 
the port beam a long, low-lying object 
was distinguished on the surface; the 
appearance was nondescript, but, to 
the practiced eye at the periscope, it 
quickly took shape as an enemy sub- 
marine. As the sea was rather rough, 
the E-35 dived to forty feet; after a 


little while it ascended to twenty-six, 
put up the periscope, and immediately 
saw, not far away, a huge enemy sub- 
marine, proceeding north at a leisure- 
ly pace, never once suspecting that one 
of its own kind was on its trail. 

In order to get within range and cut 
the German off, the Britisher dived 
again to forty feet, went ahead with 
all the speed it could muster for twen- 
ty minutes, and again came near 
enough the surface to put up its peri- 
scope. Now it was directly astern: 
still the British submarine was not 
near enough for a sure shot, so again 
it plunged beyond periscope depth, 
coming up at intervals during the next 
hour, each time observing with satis- 
faction that it was lessening the dis- 
tance between itself and its prey. 
Wren the range had been decreased to 
twe hundred and fifty yards, and when 
the E-35 had succeeded in getting in 
such a position that it could fire its 
torpedo, the missile was launched in 
the direction of the foe. But this was 
only another of the numerous oc- 
casions when the shot missed. Had 
the German submarine been a surface 
ship, it would have seen the wake and 
probably escaped by flight; but still it 
sciled nonchalantly on its way, never 
susrecting for a moment that a torpe- 
” had missed its vitals by only a few 
ect. 

f&ccn the E-35 had crept’ still closer 
ane fired two torpedoes simultaneous- 
ly from its bow tubes. Both hit at the 
same time. Not a glimpse of the Ger- 
man submarine was seen for that 
moment. A terrific explosion was 
heard, a mountain of water rose inthe 
air, then in a few seconds everything 
was still. A small patch of oil appear- 
ed on the surface; this gradually ex- 
panded in size until it covered a great 
area; and then a few German sailors 


a 


came up and started swimming toward 
the British vessel. 


A “Boomerang” 
Torpedo. 

We Americans had seven subma- 
rines based on Berehaven, Ireland, 
whose “billets” were located in the 
approaches to the Irish sea. The most 
spectacular achievement of any one of 
our boats was a curious mix-up with a 
German submarine, the details of 
which have never been accurately 
ascertained, but the practical outcome 
of which was indisputably the sinking 
of the German boat. After a week's 
hard work on patrol, the.A L-2 was 
running back to her base on the sur- 
face when the lookout sighted a peri- 
scope. The A L-2 at once changed her 
course, the torpedo was made ready to 
fire when the quiet of the summer 
afternoon was rent by a terrific roar 
and explosion. It was quite apparent 
that something exceedingly distressing 
had happened to the German sub- 
marine; the American turned, and 
made a steep dive, in an attempt to 
ram the enemy, but failed. Listening 
with the hydrophone, the A L-2 could 
hear, now the whirring of propellers, 
which indicated that the submarine 
was attempting to gain the surface and 
having difficulty in doing so, and now 
and then the call letters of the Ger- 
man underwater signal set, which 
seemed to show that the vessel was in 
distress and was sending appeals for 
aid. 

According to the admiralty records, 
a German submarine operating in that 
area never returned to port; so it 
seems clear enough that this German 
wa lost. Commander R. C. Grady, 
who commanded the American subma- 
rine division, believes that the Ger- 
man spotted the American boat before 
it was itself seen, that it launched a 
torpedo, that this torpedo made an er- 
ratic course (a not infrequent trick of 
a torpedo) around our ship, returned 
and hit the vessel from which it start- 
ed. There are others who think that 
there were two German submarines in 
the neighborhood, that one fired at our 
boat, missed it, and that its torpedo 
sped on and struck its mate. Prob- 
ably the real facts about the happen- 
ing will never be explained.

De Lenclos was extremely sensitive 
to any suggestion of age, which the 
cynical La Rochefoucauld declared to 
be “Woman's Iaferno,” ang as beauty 
of face had nothing to do*with beauty 
of soul or -mind in these days of 
debauchery and extravagance, it was 
social suicide to overlook the value 
of the mysterious Egyptian balms and 
“Mummy Pastes” that were brought 
over to France by turbaned couriers 
for capricious belles. The lovers, of 
this woman were both tender and 
caustic: one complimented her on 
showing her life’s history written in 
her eyes: another said that love had 


taken refuge in the wrinkles of her , 


forehead, which angered the vain 
beauty; yet all of her portraits show 
the characteristic broad forehead un- 
adorned save by asfew tendrils of 


hair. It is said that there has been 
more written about Ninon de Lenclos 
than of any other woman of that pe- 
riod. One of her critics wrote of her 
to Madame de Sevigne: “Women all 
flock to visit De Lenclos as formerly 
only men did.” 
Attractive at Ninety. 


Inconstant, licentious, beautiful, she 
continued to attract admirers up to 
the time she was ninety. As Voltaire 
commented: “She fill@) her life with 
agreeable supper petties, a few 
friends, and many ers.” What 
epitaph could contain more? Light o’ 
love, they called her, and her great- 
est escapades she was never ashamed 
of. for she continued to repeat her 
offenses over and over. Ninon was 
educated by her father with worldly 
ideas, much against the protests of 
her pious mother. Endowed with a 
naturally sweet nature, gifted in mu- 
ss. the languages, literature, painting, 
dancing. her company was universally 
agreeable. Unfortunately, she was an 
orphan at fifteen. .Ninon at that time 
had the entree to the most exclusive 
houses, but’ her wilful conduct soon 
terminated this intimacy. 

Honor counted for little with her. 


Henri, the Marquis de Sevigne, whose’ 


wife had tolerated her conduct when

none other would, fell a victim to her, 
and also his son, much to the sorrow 
of that patient Griselda, Madame -de 
Sevigne. Ninon, with brutal frank- 
ness, always informed her lovers of 
the exact length of time she ‘ould 
love them. “You I willjlove for three 
months—it will be centuries 
for me,” was one of her remarks. 


Wits Plus Beauty. 


Yet this gifted woman had a mar- 
velous mentality, was witty to the 
point of being sarcastic, and drew 
aréund her men of letters as well as 
cavaliers. Moliere, Racine, the Duc 
de la Rochcfoucauld, Conde, were fre- 
quenters of her hotel in Paris, in the 


heart of the Marais, where one could 


go on foot without fear of being rob- 
bed. Historians are vague on the 
subject of the king being one of her 
admire r Louis XII occupied a 
singular position in being averse to 
all “affaires de coeur.” Most of Ninon’s 
follies were committed after the de- 
mise of the austere Louis XIII, who 
preferred falcons to women, and that 
perhaps saved her from another dis- 
grace. Even as it was, ne, the 
Queen Regent, had to threaten punish- 
ment to extract good behavior from 
her. Ninon at ninety did not release 
her laurels. Voltaire wrote of her 


visit;~his precocity in one so young 
aroused the interest of the aging 
beauty who, at her death, left him 
several thousand francs with which 
to purchase books. With a dazzling 
complexion, waving brown hair, large 
luminous eyes, a face completed by 
pouting red lips, De Lenclos possessed 
a beauty dangerous t> the peace of 
men; it is said she “came to life after 
the soup,” but she never drank any- 
thing but water.. 
Her Recipes. 

For her complexion, to “render it 
yielding and soft,” she used a paste 
made by mixing one quarter glass 
milk of almonds, fresh from Spain; 
25 drops of eau de Cologne, half a 
teaspoon borax powder and one-quar- 
ter glass of red strawberry juice, 
This she bathed her face in twice 
daily, and when the liquid gave out, 
couriers were dispatched poste haste 
for the rare ingredients—at a time 
when gallants traveled by post chaise. 

The famous beauty mask of Ninon 
no doubt originated with her and has 
been more or less modified as it came 
down to the present generation of 
beauty devotees. 

It is prepared as follows: 

Make a mixture of 10 grams of 
olive oil, 10 grams cherry laurel wa- 
ter, 10 grams thick almond milk, 2 
grams powdered alum and half tea- 
spoon Peruvian halsam. 

Pour on sterilized gauze and keep 
on the face as a mask all night. When 
‘De Leclos died in her nineties, her 
hair was as brown and lustrous as at 
the zenith of her beauty. As she lay, 
stretched out in that last final sleep 
on her white silk pillow, some one 
reverentially drew the tendrils of 
hair over the pillow, letting it lie in 
a brown aureole around her, though 
the face in its sudden collapse of age 
did not seem to belong to it. It was 
Yerauld de Gourville, the nephew of 
her old admirer, whose money she had 
kept for him. And it was Voltaire’s 
father who signed the certificate of 
her death.

If that gay Lothario, Henri of 


Navarre, dangled countless broken-. 


hearted damosels, less cannot be 
said of his imperious -vife, the beauti- 
ful arguerite de Valois, whose 
amours n when she was 12 years 
old, and continued openly until her 
death at 62. 

Of such frenzied propensity was 
she in this direction that she was 
commonly’ called “Queen of Love,” 
and retained the title without effort. 
Considering that her mother, Cath- 
erine de \Medicis, bore her first child 
to the king. Henri Il, clevcen years 


throng of admirers on a subsequentafter wedlock—due no doubt to the 
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jeolousy of the wicked charmer, Diane 
de Poitiers, who held undisputed sway 
over his heart and soul and body— 
small wonder was it that she inherited 


much of her maternal parent’s cruelty 
and craftiness, which, with her mar- 
velous fairness, that played havoc 
even with the impregnable heart of 
the gay Navarre, made her a danger- 
ous woman. 

Yet in her loves Marguerite was 
sincere, for the time, no matter to 
what station her lover belonged, un- 
til the infatuation was over. Her love 
brought many to the scaffold, for 
their impudence in daring to love 
their queen. 

When Marguerite was hanging on 
her page’s arm, and Vermont shot 
him, the queen tore off her royal gar- 
ters and*tossed them to the bystand- 
ers for them to hang the unlucky Ver- 
mont, who had formerly enjoyed the 
queen's preference. 

When the cquerry, Bajaumont was 
attacked in turn, she begged Henri of

Navarre, who had divorced her, to 
throw his enemy in a dungeon. Henri, 
who was now the husband of Marie 
de Medicis, ridiculed her love for the 


equerry. From a king to an ordinary 
horseman or outrider is a great come- 
down, even for queens of love. Mar- 
guerite then had given up her regal 
dwelling, Hotel de Sens, after having 
poor Vermont hanged in front of her 
windows, and announced that she 
could no longer reside there because 
of the many sad recollections. When 
the equerry grew ill with a simple 
bad cold, the queen made such an 
outery that the court was shocked, 
and the generous gallant, Henri, was 
again appealed to for aid. 

The faithful minister, the Duc de 
Sully, had prevented the assassination 
of the reckless Navarre more than 
once, but during a drive when the 
king was with the Duc d’Epernon, the 
crime was committed, instigated by 
Navarro’s own queen, Marie de Medi- 
cis, who openly hated him, and his 


discarded mistress, Henriette d’En- 
tragues, who sought revenge. 


A loyal servitor, Mademoiselle d’Es- 
coman, who warned the treacherous 
queen that the king was to be killed, 
unaware that the perpetrator of the 
plot was her mistress, was walled up 
in the wall of a dungeon for life, and 
fed through a small hole left for that 
purpose. 

The hero of Ivry, Arques and a 
hundred other famous battles would 
have saved his neck had he been 
faithful to Marguerite, who, at least, 
bore no murder in her heart. 

Marguerite de Valois persisted in 
her gay, luxury-loving, immoral life, 
as her power to attract was recognized 
by all; for of such winning charm was 
her manner that rank and class fell 
before it. Artists painted her with a 
high pompadour, with a jewelled filet. 
A rare comb of jewels crowned the 
top. The characteristic De Medicis 
ruff encircled her neck, as was the 
fashion at the court where the Floren- 
tine Princess held sway—her mother, 
the crafty Catherine de Medicis. Puff- 
ed sleeves and an elaborate stomacher 
completed her voluminous petticoats. 

Bread and Milk Poultices. 

Poultices of bread and milk were 
used to bandage the fair lady’s face, 
as time’s ravages began to appear. 

An old translation reads: ““Ye damo- 
sels of ye courte were: made to cook 
the mess with their own faire fingers, 
for my lady’s good lookes.” The 
recipe called for one part of bread to 
two parts of milk, sfightly boiled, and 
spread on thin bandages plastered 
over the forehead and over the cheeks; 
and when it began to dry, it was gent- 
ly removed. A _ bread-and-milk poule 
tice is practically what it was, in nine- 
teenth century vernacular, and its 
usage for a short time would naturally 
make the skin smooth and white, as 
any compression of that kind would. 

At this court were also used the 
flower lotions, made of cream in which 
petals of water lilies, roses and honey- 
suckle were boiled. 

Often in lieu of bathing,. which was 
frowned on by royalty and the nobles, 
a woman-in-waiting would anoint her 
mistress with the oil of cocoanuts, and 
other sweet smelling oils, and rub it 
over the limbs. Then a drop of attar 
of roses would make mi-lady cleanly 
enough to last for several months. 

Half a century later, the level-head- 
ed Samuel Pepys complained that his 
wife had been forced to have her hair 
combed after two weeks dressed on | 
her head because the “wench had lost 
her pins.” 

Women of the court of Marguerite — 
de Valois wore uncomfortable head- 
dresses so that it would not be neces- 
sary to comb their locks.
